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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argued that the combination of 
O'Riordain and Hansson fails to teach or suggest the step of notifying the test success message to the plurality of radio terminals (See 
Remark). The Examiner respectfully disagrees with the Applicant's argument because the claims (claims 1-2) are not clearly as to define 
the notifying step comprising two separate transmissions: one for the OK message and the other one for the received control sequence, 
as argued by the Applicant. In this instant case, dependent claim 2, beginning with the term "wherein", defines the test success message 
is the received control sequence. For that reasons, the combination of O'Riordain and Hansson, as cited in the Office Action mailed on 
January 25, 2006, does teach the step of notifying of the test success message to the plurality of radio terminals recited in claims. 
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
